The reply filed on 15 June 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Specifically, while applicant deleted the unnecessary additional statements with strikethrough and deleted the statement to 
add claims 22-30 renumbered as claims 26-35, the notice of non-compliant amendment mailed 26 May 2006 also indicated that claims 
26-35 are new claims and have incorrect status identifiers. While applicant has amended the status identifiers to "(Newly presented)", 
the status identifiers should be amended to -(New)—. Furthermore, the notice of non-compliant amendment also indicated that the 
new claims 26-35 contain incorrect markings to show changes and these markings should not be presented as the claims are new 
claims. Therefore, new claims 26-35 need to be presented without any markings , i.e. without any underlining or strikethrough, as 
these claims are new claims. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE
